“How tar do your 21 clevators run in 
a day?" D asked the owner of a skyscraper. 
They cover a nileage equal to the run 
of the Twentieth Cen Limited from 
New York to Chicago,” he anawered, 


“One of our big problems in New York 


is getting the occupants of skysernpers in 
andourontime. You see, the larger builil- 


ings hold anywhere from $5,000 to 15,000 
amd even 20,000 workers: In some are 
found people trom practically every State 
in the Union. If all these tenants had to 
walk downstairs, it might take hours: ta 
empty a building; and many, of course, 
are physically incapable of walking down. 
Try tt yourself. Tt took one of my staf 
mire than half an hour to walk deavn 
from his office on the §7th floor, and the 
effort made him very ill. 

“Even with express elevators, it takes 
us nearly an hour to empty some of the 
larger buildings and get the people away 
from the ground floor and entrances, be- 
cause of congested! subways. If they all 
came down at once, it would pile people 
up ten or twelve deep in the streets around 
the building. The higher these buildings 
rise, the heavier they are. So, as we build 
higher, west ase more and more of 
the ground space for supporting columns, 
which means more crowding on the lower 
floors.” 

“How high will they go?” T ventured. 

“Who knows? Based on one city block 
of Jeas, perhaps we've feached the limit: 
but we may eventually have ‘skyscrapers 
hased on two, three, or four blocks, with 
archways over strects. They might reach 
150 stories. Who knows?” 


A MODERN SKYSCRAPER [SA CITY WITHIN 
ITSELF 

Lexplored one modem building, the last 
word in skyscraper art. [t is a city in 
itself, with all a cty's problems of traffic, 
water, heat, lights, sewage, fire-and police 
piretection, and cleaning. Tts total floor 
area equals that of many a farm. To run 
its clevators requires a-starter, six assist- 
ant starters, 35 operators, and a crew af 
TO Maintenance men. 

Since water from fire hydrants can be 
squirted upward anly about 150 feet, and 
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since firemen cannot drag a hase wp $0 or 
75 stories, the Iulding has its own wp- 
night water mains, tanks, and high-pres- 
sure pumps, with an elaborate system of 
alarms and extinguishing apparatus. 

-Besides-its many other workers, it em- 
pluys 400 charwomen, 50 porters, cand 
many window-wishers, 

It stands on Lexington Avenue, im the 
turbulent Grand Central iistrict. Here, 
into the Chanin, Chrysler, Gravbar, Grand 
Central Palace, and other buildings, more 
than $0,000 prick crowd to work in ati 
area used till recent years by only a few 
hundreds. Tnto this indescrikahle traffic 
jam it would now be almast impossible to 
vet loaded coal wagons fast enough to 
heat these huge structures. or to haul away 
ashes ; so for heating many buildings here- 
abouts steam is piped from a faraway 
central plint. = 

Beneath this building are turntables far 
buses from railway terminals, Tunnels 
lead from it in many directions. Throw! 
them thouwsamds of its tenants atrive each 
morning after many miles of underground 
travel, and through them one may wander, 
is in the streets of a subterranean city. 
Jn this luiian prairiedog town are more 


thin 50 places to eat, ancl stores selling 


everything from office supplies and lin- 
genie to thermes bottles, sunray latipes, 
citurs, Irak, cericl haberdashery, From 
these commercial catacombs ane may ride 
all the way out to Long Istand without 
ever coming into the open air.

But New York's ereatness t& not in struc- 
ture alone. It fics also in the speed at 
which life moves and new buildings dis- 
place the old. This awift transition stuns 
even the blase New Yorker, 

“That's a fine building there,” observed 


a visitor, riding up Fifth Aventie with his 


host, 

“Take a good look at it," joked the lat- 
ter, “It may not be there when we come 
bade.”

Old doors, tubs, stairways, 
panels, they ain't worth saving; you can't 
ht “em into new-style buildings. . . 
Yes, of course, these quick changes make 
many old-timers feelsad. . 9. . One fa- 
mows hote] was wrecked where a certain 
old lady had lived for years. She died 
coon after they closad it. . . . Her 
invorite waiters went to her funeral; the 
hotel orchestra went, too, and pinyes Scie 
of the pieces she used to ask tor.” 

To widen streets; you see houses sliced 
off in front as with giant shears. Four 
hundred buildings wrecked to extend a 
subway sput; trainloads of dirt hauled to 
the river front and dumped to make a 
park below Riverside Drive. In cyclonic 
devastation, whole neighborhoods razed 
for new bridge approaches. 

Swiftly the old landmarks fade. Only 
Grant’s Tomb and similar objects of sen- 
timent seem safe. Lf even the Sphinx stood 
on Fifth Avence, somebody would prob- 
ably want to wreck it to build a skyseraper! 
Here is no space for static things, All 
monuments now are to changing business, 
revolution in architecture, and new wiys 
of domg things, Even the days of the 
new buildings themselves are numbered, 
though their function endures. ‘Through 
myriad whispering. wires the city hears 
and tulke: but the great New York Tele- 
phone Building seh 3 as well stand over in 
the Jersey meadows, Some dav it may. 

You can get-an easy idea ot how fast 
New York grows if vou can imagine that 
five or ten years ago a man got upon top 
of the Times Building with a movie cam- 
cra. Suppose that he trained it back anc 
forth over growing Mid-Manhattan, and 
cranked and cranked tll yesterday: then, 
his film developed, he should show you a 
motion pictare of the city's growth im re- 
cent years: By many cuts and mmning it 


fast, imagine this picture shown im, say, 
twoour three hours. You would see old 
buildings crumbling down and new sky- 
sctupers hastening heavenward, pushing 
up ike giant mushrooms. It would be 
unendurable. | 

Compared with medieval cities, think 
how fast New York grows. ‘Time was 
whee men lived their whole lives im the 
shadaws of cathedrals then building, yet 
saw walls rise only a few yards. To-day, 
in New York, bricklayers may ton walls 
un two stories ima day. A building of 
30 floors is begun ond finished in about 


the same time it used to take a Sioux to 


kill a buffalo and tan its hide for his wis- 
wan. Chrysler's Tower in Abraham's time 
would have been a blasphemy, as when the 
confusion of tongues fell on men who 
dared build Babel, Now it's only another 
skyscraper, although the world's tallest— 
until the Empire State Builling is com- 
pleted (see page 519).

Between crowds and skyserapers 1s re- 
ciprocal affinity. Each is the cause of the 
other. [nto that part of Manhattan below 
suth Street there comes to work every 
morming anarmy of people equal to the 
population of Paris or Chicago. No other 
spat on earth is so crowded with men. and 
houses. 

Tt reminds you of one certain rock near 
a coast where cormorants, gulls, and peli- 
cans all come to roost. Other islets are 
near, but the fussing birds crowd and de- 
file only their favorite rock. They pack 
it so tight that if one bird raises a wing to 
stretch, another is pushed into the sea. 

Thus men crowd Manhattan rock, Not 
anly that. They bore holes in it, dig tun- 
nels under rivers, and push bridges over 
to it, so that stil more men may reach it 
hostily, The passengers on its transport 
lines cach year outnumber all the people 
in the world, Those passing through 
‘Times Square Subway Station alone last 
vear equaled in number hali the inhabit- 
ints of the Western Hemisphere. 

So jammed is Fiith Avenue now thet 
in busy hours a man walking goes faster 
than a bus. In many streets motors aver- 
age less than four mules an her.

Here is made three-fiths of all women's 
clothing worn in the United States. Out 
of every six ge engaged in manufac: 
tuting im New York Citv, one if makmyg 
women's wear. Fut slow handwork is no 
more, Huge output ts reached by power 
machines ; they sew, cut, and work button- 
holes, put on buttons, insert sleeves; em- 
broider, bind,-and pleat, doing all thar old 
sweatshops once did by hand. 

Giant skyscrapers, espectnity built and 
lighted. now house the myriad garment 
workers. From these they swarm at noon, 
to glut: Seventh Avenue and te stare up 
at the sky, as met always stare wp at it 
when released from confinement. 

Into this fur market millions of pelts 
pour cach year. Seventy-five per cent of 
the Nation's wholesale fur trade is here. 
High wages of World War days put 
American men into silk shirts and changed 
women from cloth to fur coats. Fur- 
wearing endures. More fur workers are 
gathered here than anywhere else, With 
electric machines the pelts are washed, 
dyed in vats fitted with agitators, sheared, 
atl then fished by electric cutters: and 
stitchers. . Even in matching skins, spe- 
cil light fixtures are used. 

Likewise the power line revolutionized 
pointing, Now type is set by hand only 
on special jobs. Linotypes and meono- 
types are run by current; it rms the 
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presses, too, printing [rom one to. four 
colors ata time. In binderies you see 
folders, stuckers, stitchers, trimmers, cut- 
ters, and glue cookers all run by electricity, 
So-wath photo-engraying, lithography, and 
rotogravure work, ‘Though many print- 
ing plants leave New York, for one reason 
ar another, the volume of printing does 
not diminish ; atsonmme 3,000 printing plants 
neatly §7,000 people are at work, Prob-

16 ELECTRIC MAN-POWER: SERVANTS FOR 
EVERY EBESTDENT 


An engineer estimated the electric cur- 
rent used here, im terms of man-power. 
It works cut ot the rate of 16 serviunts 
per hour for each resident of Manhnttat. 
Certainly the increase in the nse of elec- 


» tricity has given cach worker an earning 


capacity never before dreamed of. Ninety- 
seven per cent of all power exerted here is 
electric, 

Think of mail! From ra6th Street to 
downtown Brooklyn are 27 post offices, 
linked by 28 miles of underground tubes, 
with §4 receiving and sending terminals. 
Through these pneumatic tubes, at 30 
miles an hour, about 10,000 containers are 
shot a day, cach holding wp to soo letters: 
No mail truck could ron through con- 
rested! streets that fast. 

The local telephone company gets calls 
at the rate of about 1900 a secend. Its 
stiff 18 larger than the standing Army of 
the United States. 

Through the 50 miles of pneumatic tubes 
used by telegraph companies in Lower 
Manhattan, there rush so many messages 
a day that no attempt is even made to 
count them. Most of these are typed by 
electric printers in sending and so tran- 
scribed at destination. 

Regiments poather news. Two press 
groups alone send out close to 1,200,000 
words a day. They use 3,000 printer- 
telegraph machines, which work so fast 
that any paper in the Unite! States can be 
receiving the news in ten minutes.

(Goods received and 
sold faster than ever before—traintoads. 

These vast trade emporiums reveal the 
city’s whims, One custamer buys on 
incredibly hig order of canned goods. 
“Please pack “em well in fiity-pound 
waterproof boxes," he says, “ve pot to 
move ‘em up the Andes on canle-back.” 

Another asks for and fds whole canned 
chickens inmported from Jova. 

A third waddles’in and seeks the mter- 
preter. “Oh, yes, she wants Lebkucien 
from Nuremberg. Send her to the fourth 
Before the interpreters’ desks you seea 
line of foreigners. 

‘What foreign language is most spoken 
here?" you ask. a 

“Spanish,” saysa Florida Cuban. “And 
rest of cur Spamish-speukmg enstorners 
are Porto Ricans, Why? I don't know. 
Here's another odd thing: most of them 
may live m New York four or five years, 
doing all their choppite in small’ stores, 
before they get ap their nerve to venture 
into one of these big places and take their 
first ride on the escalators.” 

“How many questions do [ answer?" 
echoes an information-desk girl, “By ac- 
tail tally, from Thanksgiving till Christ- 
mas, about &o00 a-day. Hut, then, re- 
member that 27,000 customers an hour 
ride wp to the second floor on those esea- 
laters, and we make more than a million 
and a quatter cash sales a week. Look ot 
the cash tubes, for example. In a single 
day those little packets travel a totnl idts- 
tance.of 14,203 miles.” 

One great store sells for cash anil seeks 
always to. undersell its rivals by a fixed 
percentage. So price wars occur. An 
amusing tile is current of a battle royal 
aver-certain Coolie costs. ‘The supply was 
limited; two rival stores got them all and 
began a price-cutring war. Originally the 
coats had been morked to sell ar $12.90: 
hut, ag the wor waged hotter; one of the 
rivals, with a daring gesture, marked hres 
coats down to $2.90, at which price they 
all sold like magic. But next Monday 
they reappeared in the other fellow's win- 





dow, selling again at $12.50! lis clerks 
were the :rival’s “customers for the $2.50 
bargains. 

“Advertising, like many aspects of re- 
tail trade, has changed a jot in my time,” 
sail ine veteran merchant. ““T remember 
a litth: town out West are! its leaching mer- 
chant. His store stood on the town's buay 
corner, where his three sons helped hin 





sell drvgoods. Ewery Saturday noon in 
winter this merchant would get up on the 


roof of his store and thraw a new over- 
ciat down into the street, The crowil 
scrambled for it. ‘That was: advertising 
then. Incidentally, cine of the merchant's 
bovs was supposed to be quick enough to 
grab the coat and rush it back to the 
dhelves, to be thrown down again next 
Siturday.

Te-day the advertising department of 
any big store is one of its most carefully 
orgunized and closely watched factors. It 
is the motor that mms the business. Here 
one sees artists, designers, copy-writers, 
space-buyers, experts in styles and fash- 
ions, Often im conference with buyers and 
departinent managers, planning their cam- 
pugn weeks aliead.

Every important system in eastern United 
States now ends here, or its cars arrive 
over connecting lines, This puts all foad- 
producing areas in the world, and partic- 
ulurly those of the United States, at the 
city’s beck and call. | 
CITY'S CONSUMPTION FIXES IN PAWT THE 
FOOD PRICES FOR THE NATION 
There is, practically, no such thing for 
New York as “fruits and vegetables in 


season.” Tt can buy strawberries, ripe 
tomatoes, cucumbers, and green peas on 


New Year's Day.

Food rhythm is unbroken. From Bat- 
tery to Bronx, probably no free hen has 
lad and cackled for tany a year: vet 
press a button any morning and eggs ap- 
pear; also coffer, tea, milk; and white, 
rye, or whole-wheat bread; ham, jam.

New York, with other cities, eats so 
much that, with the help now of lang-dis- 
tance refrigerator-car hauls and cold stor- 
age, it has enabled many far-dlistant land 
areas to come under cultivation. Florida, 


for example, for its groves and gardens, 
finds northern cities its chief market. 


Experts sexy also that not only the cost 
of living, but the daily food of one-tenth 
of all the people in the United States, de- 
pends upon the efficiency of the New York 
food-distributing system. It becomes a 
national laboratory for the study of urban 
market problems. 

W. P. Hedden, author of “How Great 
Cities Are Fed," told me that at a series of 
lectures at Columbia University on city 
marketing his audiences included a peach 
shipper from Georgia, an apple man from 
the State of Washington, farm agents from 
near-by States, protessors from State ag- 
ticultural schools, commission and retail 
merchants;a city market supervisor, a Gov- 
etniment price reporter, buyers from res- 
taurants, and instructors in civics and home

come the traing, trucks, and ships with 
their loads of food for New York. Much 
of the fruit comes from California, 3,000 
miles away, and some from Chile and far- 
off South Aftica as well. 

“Bot how much food of all kinds does 
New York eat—it and its environs served 
by delivery wagons?" - 

Nobody mows exactly, Experts have es- 
timated ir at about 10,000,000,000 pounds 
a year. “How much is that?’ you ask, 

Well, 5,000,000 tons. Neither does that 
micah atrything. 

More, then, than is consumed each year 
by all the standing armies of the world. 

Whatever it is, the farm acreage te- 
quired to feed the city is staggering. 
Cheerful statisticians, fond of figures, say 
that New York drinks all the milk from 


oa 


30,000 dairy farms, and that it would take 
two or three million acres to grow the 
grain for its bread. Estimates by the Port 
of New York Authority, from Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reports, indicate that 
last year the city consumed perishable 
foods in the following carloai! lots: 

Fresh frolta and yegetubles,.,......... 220008 
Milk, cream, and comlensed milk...... 148,418

the figures. 


EACH DAY THE CITY DRINKS THE FLOW OF 
AN ARTIFICIAL RIVER 


Can you imagine a man nearly a mile 
tall, with a mouth a hundred feet wide? 
Aman who could wade across Lake Su- 
perior, which is 1,000 feet deep, and get 
wet anly up to his knees? Such a-mon- 
ster, drinking night and day, could just 
about consime New York's water supply, 
On a hot day the city uses one billion 
gallons, ‘There are less than two billion 
people on earth; so that is more than halt 
a gallon for every person. 

hough Romans wrote their names in 
ant aqueduct masonry, among engincer- 
ing feats of all time are few so stupendous 
as New York's water system. 

From far up in the Catskill Mountains 
a tunnel, running beneath the Hudson's 
rocky bed near West Point, brings this 
subterranean stream to the city, So huge 
is this tunnel that a railway train. could 
run. through it. To blast and bore this in- 
credible hole, to-siphon one veritable river 
under another, took eleven years and cost 
the lives of scores of men. 

“Qn account of past geological changes,” 
an engineer told me, “and the wear of the 
rock by ice and river, we had to go down 
more than 1,150 feet below the surface of 
the Hudson to make a siphon. We har 
to dig deep enough so that the upward 

ressure of the water would be more than 
batanest by the weight of the rock above 
the tunnel. We didn't depend on the 
strength of the rock, but upon its weight.

RAPID SHIFTS OF POPULATION ADD TO NEW

Wher a pupil moves from one ae 
to another, of course he can’t take his 
school seat with him. In Lower Mh ita at- 
tart you may look down from skyscrapers 
and see school children at play, yet bitei- 
ness in many districts tends to cre wel otit 
residents and thus force extra children 
into already crowded schools elsewhere. 

The stupe andous task which the city faces 
is revealed in a few striking comparative 
facts. The cost of schools alone m 1g29 
exctecled the total cost of all city govern- 
ment in Chicago, Boston, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia, or St: Louis; It was more than 
the total cast of government in such com- 
[ries as Helvium, Norway, ind Switzer- 
land. 
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Now the rolls of day schools alone 
carry more than ane inion pupils of all 
classes, for education grows 
very fast, since ‘pupils, owing to Ameri- 
can prasperity, are no longer content with 
eiht years of elementary schools. In 
1906, for example, only 38 out of every 
1,000 pupils advanced to the hth schools ; 
in 192g, 143 ont of every 1000 were In 
the high schools. 

This growth in high-selool registration 
calls for more and more beildings to cope 
with “short-time” pupils. Better to equip 
its hoys and giris for useful lives, the cit 
expands arm] increases its technical high 
echisols. 

The Textile igh School, for exnmple, 

oo praca ina city whose chief industry 
15 2 trade, trains its pupils espe- 
cially for ark in that field. In thie eve- 
ning trade schools close contact is kept 
with the Ipbor urinris; apprenticeship 
clisses are set up and mom im cx 
with the amions and groups to which the 
pupils expect eventually to belong.

MOUNT RORAIMA

HUGE  table-land, remote, forbid- 
ding, belted by stupendous preci- 

RB pices of craggy sandstone, tower- 
ing etermilly among its thantling ‘clouds— 
that i Mount Kora. Eising calmly, 
gradually, at a point where the British 
(uima- V enestiela-Urizil Innindaries meet; 
it surveys & its world. 

It is very ancient.. Picture the earth 
some three homered millions of years, 
when Roraima was, as it were, bom, No 
mountain then, but a part of the bottom 
of vast, shallow Inkes ar] deltas. 

Ages passed by, during which the land 
rose uniformly and gradually; lakes dricd 
up or drained away; satvls and silts be- 
came compacted and cemented fogether 
inte a level tract perhaps as great mi area 
as New York State. 

During further mullions of years thie 
strita were infected) by great “sills” of 
molten rock, coming no one kndws whence, 
that actually floated the topmost two or 
three thotsand feet of sandstone beds. 

Still later, long-—continned erosion etched 
awiy the saiter sandstones andl dissected 
the new plateau until ip became separated 
into. great blocks that siiccessively grew 
smite and crumbled away. 

To-day the sole remnant of the ancient 
lake bottom is the Roraima group of table- 
lands. Roraimacitseli has acres of 1 sar- 
face lined with perfectly preserved ripple 
marks of Poleogic (or older) waters:

Our imperfect knowledge of the animal 
life of the table-land has been. derived 
from several small collections, which, 
though they often contaitied a high pro- 
portion of new forms, have merely served 
as appetizers to sctentists, 

Such unustial varieties as Diglossa mua- 
jor, rarest of the honey creepers; Thoma- 
somys. meconnelli, the only mammal re- 
corded from Roraima; Afelianpirora si 
fons, avery beautiful pitcherplant anil the 
only kind known from South Armmerica— 
all these suggested untold binlogical riches 
awaiting ciscavery, 

The object of onr expedition was to 


obtain specimens of all known species, ane

They stand on pecdes- 
tals of voleanic rock whose great slopes, 
commencing at the foot of the precipices 
more than 7,000 feet above sea level, 
stretely outward fot some five miles be- 
fore they finally merge with the 4,000- 
foot ploms. 

Starting from hase camp, one must 
climb more than 3,000 feet of steep slope 


before reaching the sandstone elit to look 
“iyi at projecting rocks of the summit, ¢li- 
rectly above, yet distant almost twice the 
heieht of New York's Woolworth Build- 
ing, 

The southwest wall of Koraima (which 
we first viewed) 1s about four miles-long 
atvi terminates at its southern end in 
the remarkable Towashing “Pinnacle” of 
Conan Doyle's “Lost World” fame. On 
the other side the southeast wall has a 
leneth of perhaps eight miles, Foraima 
would live a rectangular outline were it 
niet for the great gulf eaten back into its 
mass trom the northwest, of which I shall 
speak later, and which occupies about a 
fourth of the rectangle (see map, page 
588).

We established our hase at the Indian 
conmmimuty of Paulo, some eight miles 
from the base of the cliff. Iwas in no 
hurry to tackle the wapper part of the 
mountain, Time was needed to become 
friendhy with the old chieftain, School- 
master, and his “merrie men,” and to gain 
their confidence, since I felt that much 
depended apon their codperation. Besides, 
I wished to reconnoiter, to plan’ broadly 
a scheme for conducting our attack on the 
Koraima strongholkl, So we settled down 
inane af the thatched houses at Paulo, 
organized or plans, and sorted out our 
equipment into some semblance of order.

‘The Great Central Rift, as we dubbed 
it, ns at its head, near the center of the

After crossing the Central Rift on ao 
great howlder wedged between the walls, 
we found our way as best we could, over 
@ much-broken piece of country, in a 
southeasterly direction to the Central 
Swamp. This bog is the largest piece of 
marshy ground on the plateau, being alyaut 
200 yards long and 75 in width. It re- 
sembles a very shallow pond from a few 
inches to a foot in depth, dotted all over 
with tussacks of pipewort, yellow-eved 
ETass, and sedves, . 

Mir, Benjamin Renilon visited it and re- 
ported a pair of wadtne birds which were 
extremely shy. We were unable to verify 
the oliservation, though we visited the 
place on séveral occasions. 





JOY [HN COLLECTING STEANGE CREATURES 


Most of our time was given to collecting 


specimens of the annals and plants on the 
summit. While aware that nome of the 
‘Startling créstures of the “Lost World” 
could ever be encountered, 1 experienced 
that excitement familiar to every hunter 
and collector, as I traced ont mv line of 
300 traps-among the rocks ond bushes. 

In every tenth trap or so T found seme 
creature whose like oecurs nowhere else 
im all the world, Carefully I wrapped 
each littl: furry body in paper and stowed 
it away in my knapsack, 

As I haited and reset each trap, my eyes 
searched keenly for more telltale signs— 
burrows, runways, droppings—and my 
ears were alert for the cheep andl twitter 
of somberslunmeed little birds hiding 
among the low brish of the stimmit. Amid 
the murk of almost perpetual fog, such an 
existence as these creatures lead seems to 
us unbearable; vet it is-all they know, 

Creeping slowly among the: rocks and 
Teeking mosses were numerous tiny black 
toads. 

I delayed collecting the strange and va- 
fied plants of the summit until just before 
leaving the plateat, becanse of the danger 
of mildew im such a climate. However, 
long: before the T had. listed all their 
habitats and had only to moke-a few ex- 
cursions to secure therm, 
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Far in the interior, at the edee of the 
Central Rift, a plant prew which | saw 
nowhere elae—a St. Johmswort. All about 
camp, ferns with fronds shaped! like long- 
handed) ice-cream spoons grew beneath 
averhanging ledges, Starlike vermilion 
flowers blossomed from cracks among the 
ritks everywhere, 

With a mingling of sedges and <tm- 
dews, square vards of closely packed 
pitcherplants formed cushions of soft 
vegetation into which one often sank 
nearly knee-deep. 

When not trapping and shooting, we 
searched gut all the smaller creatures, 
Amony the danip vegetation, under rocks, 
in the clear pools of the summit, in every 
possible place of concealment, we sought 
beetles, spiders, centipedes, and whatnot. 

I made collections of those insects af- 
fecting. certain of the leading types of 
vegetation, sich as Avnnetn, Did yinopa- 
nov (related to ott rinseng ), heaths, com- 
posite bushes. This was done both by 
searching the stems anid folinge of the 
plants and by besting their branches 
above an inverted umbrella. Many smuall 
weevils and spiders were taken in this 
way. 

With nightfall and the lighting of the 
gascline lantern came a host of night 
moths, daddy longlers, and fying crea- 
tures that, despite our search, we seldom 
found by day. 

DESOLATE SUMMIT CAMP 

Summit Camp was a desolate place, 
with the gray mist of late afternoon dtiv- 
Ing over and the steady drip of water all 
about us. That was the time when the 
little flag at the peak of the tent droped 


disconsolately against its pole. ‘Tmt, toa, 


matked the hour when, wrapped in cur 
warmest clothes, we called loudly to José, 
the cook, for food and drink. Some of 
OT Negatives suggest a camp site among 
hommeock ite in the Arctic regions, At 
times we could almest believe that it was. 

Even to pitch camp in a place where 
there is no level ground, where you ¢an- 
not drive a tent peg, and where there are

Bech anchored the Tusk anc 
followed me to shore, The way to the 
lone farmhouse led Goo feet wp the face of 
the elit?, where holes had heen cut in the 
rock to provide a foothold (page 626), 
The sale hewseholder on the island, a 
tacitutn man, guided ussup. At perilous 
laces he would say: “So-ancl-so fell here 
some years ago and was killed.” Or, “Be 
caftful here; the priest slipped and owas 
dashed to ceath at this pomt.” No one 
ever got hurt, noone ever ent off with a 
broken leg: one etther got killed or didn’t 
get kailleel. 
CABLES BRACE WIND WALLS 
Despite his dispiriting death lat, which 
reached seven or eight, we gained the top 
of the cliff safely atid walked to the farm- 
house over against a hill, Tt was-a lorge 
building surrounded by stone wills, whieh 
were higher and stronger on the east andl 
west sides. ‘These main wind walls, con- 
structed of cermented stone, were six [eet 
thick and were braced internally by heavy 
wire cables, which stretched from the top 
af each wall, past the front of the house,

SEA TDS NEST IN CLIFF APARTMEN Ts 


On all the islovts birds nest on: the 
sinitly andl west cliffs, where they can get 
the omximurn warmth from sunshine. 
Store Dimon has especially large colomes, 
which, each vear about April, move mio 
compartments on the precipice, as New 
Yorkers move into skyscraper apartments, 
Om the very top, where there 1 sone soil, 
the sea parrots, or puffins, settle down, 
while the Jomies, or aoillemots, also of 
the auk fumily, congregate in thousands 
om the rock balconies overhanging the sca.

As acmatter of fact, the task of filming 
the bird tife of ‘The Faeroes brought me 
into nonetunl danger except once when | 
touk a position on an isolated pinnache ot 
rock tn order to “shoot,” photograplically 
spanking, 2 hirdestcher ap minst the sky as 
he came over the lip of the cliff. Weath 
ering. had rotted the rock anil, im going 
over, the native boy dislodged a 
mass directly over me. By good fortune, 
only tiny pieces hit me and the camera. 
Shortty before we left Store Dimen an 
incident eaccurred which, with the 
eration of the fanmer, | photographed at 
the tak of shattering the nerves of his 
calf: He had sold the benst to a man on

A TELEPNONE CALL POR WILALES 


Leavmg a telephone call for whales 
was; | suppose, the most wnnsual experi- 
ence of my two simmers on The Faernues, 
After many fnlse olarnits, we got a call 
that-sent us racing around to ‘the north 
shore of Vaagd, where a herd of more 
that a thousand grad whales (olso known 
as caning or pilot whales, or blackfish, a 
species OF dolphin) had heen sighted. We 
saw the whales, but [ failed to see a native 
whale hunt brought te the gory success 
that makes it such an astounding eons 
between men unl heist. 

Whaling plays such an iniportant part 
m the island life that I was eager to see it 
ali—modern cimmerciil While hunting in 
a-steam) whaler carrying a harpoon gun, 
and also the primitive Faeroe lumt. The 
former was more easily arranged. 

For some years the Norwegmns have 
nigintained on Stromo the sole Faeroc 
commercial whaling station, although the 
Danish program of aid calls for the estab- 
lishment of another, to be operated! by 
Danes atid isluvders: So 1 went whale 
hunting in the Norwegian ship, Just as 
the cuptain was about to give tip and go 
hawk, the lookeuwt sighted a lig bowhen] 
(Greenland right) whale. . 

My camera and | were at onee lashed to 
the side af the bridge, where the high 
pasition ive me a vewoot the harpoon 
um, mounted in the bow, and whatever 
the gun was: pointed at. There IT swung. 
crunking as the gunner-shot anc missed. 
shot again and missed, shot again ane 
hit the whale in the tall, The wounded! 
creature daslied off, pulling the boat at 
considerable speed until the rope snapped. 

Soan we sighted the whale blowing 
again, and this time the harpodmer made 
aclean-hit. hor amonster broke three lines 
that dav, Althuueh we had reason to be- 
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lieve the last harpoon. killed the whale, a 
stom blowing up compelled the sulors 
to abandon their quarry and return to 
port. 

Whales of various species are taken off 
The Faeroes.. They are used mostly as 
ford! by the istanders, beenuse the Dan- 
ish Government requires the Norwegin 
whaling station to sell to the natives at a 
very low charge all the whale meat they 
need. Any surplus the Norwermns, re- 
duce for the off A captured whale’s 
usual ultitrate destination, therefore, is 
hwlf-and-half, so to speak—pert for the 
thinner table and part for the launery tub 
aS S0ap. :
